Amputees a New Life

NEW YORK-(NBA)- 


Some 10,800 new recordings 
will be made this year, ac- 
cording to recording industry 
statistics, 


The figure should be 10,801 


—if you want to count the 
one I cut for RCA Victor. 


The idea was to discover 


how hard—or easy—it is to 
make a passable record, espe* 
dally with the electronic help 
you can receive from the won- 
der men of the industry—the 
tape editors. 


Before I went to the studio 


to make the recording, help- 
ful Cy Levitan, who was to be 
pianist and organist for the 
session, decided to ease my 
nerves. He took me to an 
editing room where I man 
was following a score while 
listening to a pianist play a 
Chopin sonata. 


"He can tell if one note is 


missing, or off," Levitan §ays. 


Then I was told of one 


singer who required 26 takes 
to get a song right and of an- 
other well-known singer who 
has to have his overly sibilant 
"esses" removed from the 
tape. 


After the session is fin- 


ished, should the artist want 
to overdub (that is, ting • 
duet with himself), it is pos- 
sible merely by recording the 
voice on • separate track 
which is then mixed on the 
final tape. Obviously, the best 
of several tapes can be spiked 
together to reach—it is noped 
—perfection. 


In addition to gaining re- 


spect for the masters in the 
control room, nothing will en- 
courage respect for recording 
artists so much as getting in 
that isolation booth from 
which singers record, donning 
earphones and trying to sort 
out the various sounds that 
result in cacophonic chaos. 
You hear the orchestra, you 
hear instructions from the 
control room, you hear your- 
self singing, and you hear 
your own voice coming back 
to you through an amplifying 
system. 


In the midst of that, the 


major problem is finding the 
one note you need to start. 


The panic felt in the begin- 


ning is like finding yourself 
on center stage of the Metro- 
politan Opera with the over- 
ture playing and not recog- 
nizing the music. You sincere- 
ly wonder how you got your- 
self into this. 


How any artist gets there 


(and 
for purposes of this 


story, I am an artist; I insist 
on it) involves several steps 
and the passage of a good deal 
of time. 


After an artist passes an 


audition (I skipped that part, 
or the story would have ended 
there), she meets with the 
A & R man (Artists and Rep- 
ertoire). The A & R man, in 
this case Danny Davis, is real- 
ly the record producer. 


During a meeting with him, 


material is selected. I had 
brought a 1 o n g a lot of my 
favorite songs. After narrow- 
ing about a dozen songs down 
to four, he asked me to pick 
two. I selected "Summertime" 
and "Can't Help Lovin' That 
Man." 
He suggested I also 


record "When I Lost You," 
written by Irving Berlin in 
1912. 


"It's inevitable that artists 


don't know what's good for 
them," Davis said. "The A & 
R man is, at best, a handicap- 
per when it comes to selecting 
material." 


It's a tribute to Davis' 


ability that of the three songs 
I recorded, the one I didn't 
know, and didn't like too 
much, but which he picked, 
turned out best—that's what 
I'm told, anyway. 


During the session 
with 


him, suitable keys are select- 
ed. He s u g g e s t s arrange- 
ments, and the songs are 
passed on to an arranger. 


The next meeting is with 


the arranger. In this case it 
is cheerful Billy Mure, who 
will double as conductor of 
the recording session.

WARSAW, Poland—(NBA)—"We are now 


in the midst of another kind of war," says 
Dr. Marian Weiss, famous Warsaw surgeon, 
holding up an X-ray picture of a man's 
broken spine. "Now people kill each other 
with automobiles." 


During World War II Dr. Weiss, then a 


young university graduate, worked round 
the clock in patching up the maimed and 
the injured dug from the ruins of Warsaw. 
(There were twice as many amputees in this 
city alone as there were in the whole U.S.

Now Dr. Weiss, who is only 45, is being 


called upon to heal Poland's daredevil driv- 
en, who are just discovering the auto age. 
(The number of motor vehicles on the high- 
ways has increased from 349.000 in 1955 to 
over two million today.) The surgeon ap- 
proaches the victims of motorcar warfare in 
the same unorthodox manner.

Weiss is general director will have his verte-

the day following the operation the ampu- 


tee is made to get out of bed and to try his 
artificial leg. Mis rehabilitation has already 
begun. Thirty days after the operation he 
Is ready to return to society as a full working 
member, after suitable physical and occupa- 
tlonal tncrapy. The process used to take 
months, during which the amputee often 
sank Into a permanent state of depression. 


But Dr. Weiss, a tall man with a goatee, 


and a streak of white in his brown hair, is 
not only concerned with amputees. 


At his 500-bed Warsaw Rehabilitation 


Center, located in a pine forest outside War* 
saw, 
Dr. Weiss treats paraplegia and polio 


cases—"everyone who is physically disabled 
from a social point of view," as he explains. 


There is an atmosphere of cheerfulness at 


the center. Patients young and old (Dr. 
Weiss takes them from age 2 to 90) chatter 
away as they hobble on crutches or roll 
themselves in wheelchairs. 


"I have abolished the bed as a piece of 


basic furniture," Dr. Weiss explained as he 
showed me one of the children's wards. Sure 
enough, the beds had been folded up into 
the wall to turn the ward into a place for 
training and therapy. 


"Beds are big and cumbersome. Besides, 


they suggest a sickroom atmosphere of mel- 
ancholy and utter helplessness."

is very expensive. 


An album can cost anywhere from $10,000 to $15,000. 


A single, at minimum, will cost upwards of $2,000. 
Studio rental is $$0 an hour and most sessions run three 
hours. 


Tape is 120 a reel, aad three reels sre generally used. 


Orchestrations run from $100-$ 175 per song and the 
average session records four songs. A musician earns 
$61 plus $4.88 to the pension fund. If he is asked to 
double on instruments, he'll get $76.25, plus $6.10 to 
the pension fund, plus $2 for "cartage" (carrying his 
instrument.)

brae wired together with a coil spring. 
"Thanks to the spring, he will be in a wheel- 
chair within three days instead of lying on 
his back for three months. The spring will 
keep his spine completely immobilized." 


It is for his treatment of amputation cases, 


however, that Dr. Weiss is famous. He was 
the first surgeon ever to apply prosthesis 
immediately after amputation—that is, to fit 
the amputee with an artificial leg while he 
was still on the operating table. 


The value of this technique is almost 


wholly psychological. It spares the patient 
the traumatic shock of coming out of ether 
to find his leg m i s s i n g . "My colleagues 
thought I was crazy when I first explained 
this technique at the Congress for Prosthe- 
sis in Copenhagen in 1963," says Dr. Weiss, 
adding, "but it works." 


It works so well that it is now being tried 


in 12 different orthopedic hospitals in the 


Wheel chairs do not prevent paraplegics 


from playing medicine ball, lifting weights, 
practicing archery and fencing. Competitive 
games are an important part of recuperation. 


. The surgeon's approach to rehabilitation 
Is completely honsentlmentai: He is as much 
concerned that the disabled should not be- 
come an additional burden on the Polish 
economy as he is for the patient's welfare. 


At the Warsaw Rehabilitation Center in 


the pine forest Dr. Weiss is performing 
miracles, in the opinion of his medical col- 
leagues. A dozen of them recently flew here 
from America for a first-hand inspection. 


The spirit of the place is implicit in the 


motto on the wall of the hospital's theater 
"You 
must believe," it reads, "that tomorrow 


you will be able to do all the things you are 
unable to do today." It can all be summed 
up in one word—hope. 


'Win at Bridge With Jacoby & Son' 


NEW YORK — (NEA) — Os- 


wald Jacoby, the nation's No. 
1 bridge champion, and his 
son Jim, also a top-ranking 
player, have combined their 
tournament-winning tech- 
niques and writing abilities in 
a new book, "Win at Bridge 
With Jacoby & Son" (G. P. 
Putnam's Sons, New York, 
$4.95). 


Their 
newspaper column 


with the same title, distrib- 
uted by Newspaper Enterprise 
Association, appears regularly 
in 370 daily n e w s p a p e r s 
across the country. 


Oswald Jacoby has been at 


the top of the expert hier- 
archy in the world of bridge 
for the past four decades. 
More recently, Jim has shown 
himself to be of the same top- 
ranking suit. Last year he was 
runner-up for the McKenney 
Trophy, emblematic of the 


most Master Points won in a 
year. Oswald Jacoby has won 
the McKenney Trophy four 
times. 


Together in 1965 they won 


the hotly contested Vanderbilt 
Cup 
Competition, 
national 


tournament sponsored by the 
American C o n t r a c t Bridge 
League. It is the most coveted 
championship in U.S. bridge. 
It was a first for Jim; Oswald 
has won the cup seven times.

read style. A beginner can un- 
derstand it and learn from it. 
A person who regards himself 
as a bit better than a begin- 
ner can find stepping stones 
to expert play. Even an ex- 
pert can learn from it. 


Jacoby & Son's newspaper 


column features a weekly 
question-and-answer, "across- 
the-board" discussion of diffi- 
cult plays and questionable 
hands and p r e s e n t s daily 
bridge playing tips and analy- 
sis. 


Oswald Jacoby is officially 


recognized as the nation's No 
1 bridge champion. He leads 
his nearest rival, Charles Go- 
ren, by 2,000 Master Points. 
In addition to a number of 
popular bridge books, Oswald

CHICAGO (AP) - Jack 
Ruby 


who grew up on Chicago's tougn 
West Side, returned home in 
death today after gaining inter- 
national notoriety as the slayer 
of President John F. Kennedy's 
accused assassin. He will be bur- 
led beside his parents.

night after a flight from Dallas, 
where he died Tuesday at Park- 
land Memorial Hospital — the 
same hospital in which Kennedy 
and Lee Harvey Oswald died.
